Reasons for Allowance 

2. Applicant's amendment/argument (pages 8-1 1 ), filed on November 1 6, 2009, has 
been fully considered and are persuasive. As a result of amended claims 1,11 and 1 2 
the art rejection of claims 1-12, have been withdrawn. Therefore, claims 1-20 are 
allowable. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
independently or in combination fails to teach or suggest, motion artifact compensation 
comprises (a) selecting projection data corresponding to a first ray and a second ray 
from the projection data set, wherein the first and second rays are diametrically 
opposed rays passing through a same object point, generating a motion artifact 
compensated data set by compensating the projection data set for the motion artifacts 
on the basis of the difference and generating a motion artifact compensated image by 
reconstructing the object of interest from the motion artifact compensated projection 
data set in combination into other elements and features of claim 1 ; (b) loading the 
projection data set acquired by means of a rotating source of electromagnetic radiation 
generating a beam and by means of a radiation detector detecting the beam, wherein 
projection data corresponding to a first ray and a second ray is selected from the 
projection data set and the first and second rays are diametrically opposed rays passing 
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through a same object point, generating a motion artifact compensated data set by 
compensating the projection data set for the motion artifacts on the basis of the 
difference and generating a motion artifact compensated image by reconstructing the 
object of interest from the motion artifact compensated projection data set in 
combination into other elements and features of claims 1 1 and 12. 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed.
